O FACE legitimate competition from private transport is one thing: 

to face it from the illegal use of minibuses and other small vehicles 

for the carriage of passengers without an appropriate licence is 
another, These words were spoken recently by Mr. R. J. Ellery, chairman 
of East Midland Motor Services, Ltd., when giving his report to the 
company’s annual general meeting. They sum up perfectly the reactions 
of all public service vehicle operators to the depredations of small-bus 
pirates. 

It is impossible to over-emphasize the threat to established operators— 
particularly stage service operators—from illegal.carrying by these 
vehicles’ owners. So far as it can be, the seriousness with which the 
industry regards these activities is pressed upon the Minister of 
Transport’s attention. Yet there is little sign of tangible steps being taken 
to fight this menace. Wherever possible, it can be assumed, the Traffic 
Commissioners’ enforcement staffs prosecute offenders. Their difficulty 
is always said to be one of proving an offence to have been committed. 
Certainly, it is not unreasonable to expect up to 100 man-hours going into 
obtaining proof for just one prosecution. The question is one the chair- 
men of Commissioners might well choose to consider when they gather 
later this month for one of their regular meetings. There is no doubt that 
the present level of prosecution is far too small to act as a proper 
deterrent. 


Size of Problem 

The publication a few weeks ago of the annual summaries of the Traffic 
Commissioners’ reports underlined the magnitude of the illegal small bus 
problem. Literally only a handful of those vehicles licensed as public 
service vehicles are specified on road service licences —and the number 
licensed as private cars cannot be counted, but undoubtedly comprises a 
hefty majority. The temptation is tremendous to the private individual, 
particularly if he has a family, to buy one of these minibuses ostensibly 
for his own purposes and then to defray part of the costs by carrying 
his workmates to and from their place of employment. In many cases 
there is no evil intent; they honestly do not know the requirements of the 
law. 

It is now beyond any question of doubt that the introduction of small 
buses, and regulations permitting the licensing of them as public service 
vehicles, has done nothing to help the rural problem on a national scale. 
Everyone has said so, now the Commissioners’ reports make it abundantly 
clear that such really is the case. 

A steady attempt at education is possibly the most fruitful avenue of 
attack, but the most difficult to achieve. Vigorous enforcement is a more 
direct answer. Perhaps, too, it should be backed by heavier maximum 
penalties, although the value of such a device is somewhat dubious. 

The Minister of Transport could help, if he were so inclined. It is too 
late now to alter the law as it relates to small buses, but the Minister 
could take steps to publicize the requirements of licensing law, and to 
ensure the most vigorous possible enforcement action. 

Could he also refuse to issue an excise licence in respect of any vehicle, 
the owner of which has been convicted of illegal work? That should 
make them remember the requirements of the law. If that were felt to be 





too harsh, or too difficult to get through Parliament, possibly he could 
ensure that applicants for excise licences were made to declare whether 
the vehicle concerned would be used to carry passengers for hire or 
reward. He could also quite easily arrange for leaflets explaining the law 
to be distributed with every excise licence for such a vehicle 

These are some ideas.

Maintaining Resolutions 


OMPULSORY tests for 10-year-old vehicles will, in 

effect, begin on February 15. That fact prompts 
the thought that it is not out of place for everyone to 
make a New Year resolution to keep up the highest 
possible standards of maintenance. 

For some time, voluntary testing of 10-year-old 
vehicles (and, of course, those even older) has been in 
effect. The announcement of dates for compulsory tests 
finally brings vehicle testing into reality. Vehicles 
registered before January 1, 1937, will need certificates 
by February 15; those registered before January 1, 1946, 
by March 15: those registered before January 1, 1949, 
by April 15; those registered before May 15, 1951, by 
May 15. Thereafter, certificates must be in force by 
the 10th anniversary of registration. 

True only a small minority of vehicles are at present 
involved, but more will be if the 10-year period is 
subsequently shortened to, say, five years. There is, in 
any case, really no excuse for operating a badly 
maintained vehicle. So make your resolutions—and 
then ensure that your staff keep those resolutions for 
you. 

Good maintenance, as such, is not something that 
should ever be a matter of doubt. Apart from anything 
else, badly maintained vehicles are a bad advertisement 
for their operator.

Tariff Cuts 
HANGES in tariff duties imposed on 
goods imported into the Common 

Market came into effect on Sunday. 
There were two changes. The first was 
a reduction of 10 per cent. on duties 
between the six member-countries; it was 
the first time such reductions have been 
brought into effect.

Balancing Charges 


pe prolonged negotiations (they have gone on now for several years) 
between the Road Haulage Association and the Income Tax authorities 
concerning balancing charges in connection with haulage businesses acquired 
under the 1947 Transport Act have been settled. 


A formula has been agreed, upon 
which income tax balancing charges will 
be levied on compensation paid by the 
British Transport Commission for vehicles 
taken over at the time of nationalization. 

The formula—over which most of the 
negotiation has taken place—is to be 
applied to estimate the open market 
values at the date of acquisition of goods 
vehicles compulsorily acquired. 

There has earlier been High Court 
decisions upon test cases which had 
decided: (a) that compulsory acquisitions 
under the 1947 Act did not constitute 
sales for the purposes of Section 17 (1a) 
of the 1945 Income Tax Act; and (b) that 
in cases where there was technical succes- 
sion by the B.T.C. to the business of an 
acquired haulier. that haulier’s vehicles 
fell to be treated under Section 60 (1) 
of the 1945 Income Tax Act as if they 
had been sold at open market price on 
the acquisition date. 

If it can now be shown, 
of any ex-haulier whose business was 
acquired before July 9, 1952, that the 
Commission did not technically succeed 
to his particular road haulage business. 
he will have no liability to balancing 
charges. In cases where it is clear that 
the B.T.C. did succeed to the business, 
the Inland Revenue will be prepared to 
accept the agreed formula as calculating 
the open market value.

E.C.E. Announce Plan to Discuss Vehicle 
Utilization 
HE Inland Transport Committee of the United Nations Economic Commission 


for Europe is to organize a discussion in August on “sampling surveys of road 
motor 


vehicles.” This was announced on 


Monday, when the Committee released details of its annual session, which was 


held in Geneva in December. 

At that session the Committee approved 
the conclusion in the near future of an 
agreement regulating the employment of 
wage-earning and non-wage-earning mem- 
bers of the crews of vehicles engaged in 
international transport. —. 

Measures will be adopted to ensure 
observation of the regulations. They will 
replace a set of rules agreed in 1954 but 
which have never become operative. 

The Committee adopted a draft con- 
vention concerning Customs treatment of 
pallets, which is open for signature until 
March 15. Briefly, the convention pro- 
vides that pallets shall be admitted free 
of duties or restrictions on the condition 
that they had been previously exported 
or would subsequently be re-exported 

Alternatively. the convention says that 
in equal number of pallets of the same 
‘ype and substantially the same value 











should have been previously exported or 
will be subsequently exported. It will 
make it possible for pallet pools to be 
extended to an international level. 

The Committee also adopted a stan- 
dard goods classification in order to 
obtain comparable statistics of 
traffic throughout Europe.

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Road Carries Most Export Loads 
Between 1 and 5 Tons 


OAD transport carries almost all consignments between 1 and 5 tons destined 


for export from the United Kingdom. 


This is one of the conclusions arrived 


at in a survey carried out by the Association of British Chambers of Commerce 
in conjunction with the British Transport Commission. 


The survey covered just over 1,300 
exporters, of whom 80 per cent. were 
manufacturers and 16 per cent. merchants. 
the remainder combining both functions. 
This coverage represented more than 
10 per cent. of the national total and the 
annual tonnage in the sample amounted 
to nearly 24m. tons. Traffic from 26 ports 
was analysed, the main proportions being 
consigned to London, Liverpool, Birken- 
head, Glasgow, Manchester, Hull and 
Middlesbrough. 

Although there were a large number of 
firms offering export traffic, the main ton- 
nage came from a comparatively small 
proportion of exporters. Thus, some 75 
per cent. of the exporters included in the 
survey offered only 6 per cent. of the 
total tonnage. The smaller exporters used 
road for a greater part of their traffic 
than the larger firms. Where the annual 
forwardings per exporter were under 100 
tons, the percentage sent by road was 68, 
whilst at over 500 tons the proportion 
dropped to 53 per cent. 

Another table in the survey gives an 
analysis in commodities of the total ton- 
nage sent for export. Chemical and 
allied trades supplied 14 per cent. of the 
total tonnage, of which 62 per cent. was 
sent by road. Corresponding figures for 
other commodities were: constructional 
engineering and hardware, 12 per cent. of 
the total tonnage, 59 per cent. by road: 
machinery and machine tools, 10 per 
cent., 79 per cent, by road; foodstuffs and

Most exporters were found to use 
more than one port, whilst many tended 
to use several of the main ports for their 
transport needs. 

Referring to the use made of the rail 
Export Express Service, the survey 
showed that around 20 per cent. of 
exporters used the service or the concen- 
tration depots for small consignments for 
at least part of their traffic. 

Nearly half of these users said that the 
introduction of the special facilities had 
been instrumental in their sending more 
traffic by rail. More than two-thirds 
consigned traffic in less than I-ton lots, 
and half of them exported less than 
100 tons a year. 

As a result of the survey it is claimed 
that 90 per cent. of the users of the 
Export Express Service expressed satis- 
faction as to reliability, packing and 
acceptance times, but one-third were not 
satisfied with the rates 

The main reasons given by non-users 
of this service are also listed in the survey. 
Road services were claimed to be better 
by 23 per cent., and 29 per cent. said they 
were cheaper and better. A_ further 

per cent. preferred to use their own 
transport. 

An analysis of export traffic sent to the 
various ports shows that the bulk of road 
traffic is consigned to Leith, 83 per cent., 
and Southampton, 81 per cent.

Front-entrance Buses 


IVERPOOL CITY COUNC IL should consider placing an order for 200 large- 


capacity vehicles of front-entrance design. 


This suggestion is made by the 


Corporation T ransport Department's general manager, Mr. W. M. Hall, in his 
report to the council on future developments in vehicles. 

The present Liverpool bus fleet comprises 1,215 vehicles. and Mr. Hall says 
that by the adoption of large-capacity vehicles of 70-80 seats it may be possible 
ultimately to reduce the Corporation fleet to about 1,000 vehicles. 


Vehicles at present in use have an aver- 
age seating capacity of 58 persons. To 
obtain first-hand experience of the 
behaviour of the larger-type vehicles and 
to examine the effect of introducing buses 
with front entrances into the Liverpool 
fleet, three 30-ft.-long buses have been 
operating in an experimental capacity on 
various routes in the city. two of them 
having front entrances (Leyland Titan 
and Leyland Atlantean) and the third 
(AE.C. Bridgemaster) having the more 
usual open rear platform. 

As a result of these trials the following 
conclusions were reached: 

1. The bus to replace the existing fleet 
should have as large a seating capacity 
as possible in order to make the maximum 
impact on peak-hour conditions. 

2. Fully automatic or semi-automatic 
transmission and compressed-air braking 
should be fitted. 

3. The vehicles should be of front- 
entrance design, preferably of a type 
which does not need several steps at the 
entrance to the saloon, and automatic 
doors should be fitted. 

4. Some form of interior heating should 
be provided. 

§. It would appear that the fuel con- 
sumption of larger vehicles is no worse 


by comparison with the standard vehicle 
when the greater load capacity is taken 


into account, and the acceleration is 
satisfactory when a suitable axle ratio 
is fitted. 


6. Judged by other operators’ exper- 
ience and our Own experiments it appears 
that it should be possible to maintain 
existing schedules with the larger bus 
with front entrance. Admittedly on test. 
loading and unloading has been slightly 
slower but neither passengers nor staff are 
yet wholly familiar with this type of 
vehicle, and they are not making full use 
of the advantages which it offers in fare 
collection and ease of loading. 

7. The capital cost of the large-capacity 
vehicle is likely to be about £1,000 more 
than the standard type. An analysis has 
been made, however, of the savings which 
would accrue, due to the reduced number 
of vehicles which would be required, if 
the present fleet was replaced by large 
capacity buses. Experience gained by 
other operators has been taken into 
account as well as the particular operating 
conditions in Liverpool, and, taking into 
consideration the increased capital cost, it 
is estimated that there will be a saving in 
the region of £256,000 a year when 
the existing fleet is completely replaced 
in 18 vears’ time

It was as yet too early, he said, to assess the effect of increased 


fares on revenue, but it was doubtful whether they would yield sufficient extra 
receipts to cover the increased costs, and further action by way of reduced services 


or increases in fares might be necessary. 

Referring to the claim, for an increase 
in wages and further improvements in 
conditions that was recently rejected by 
the employers’ side of the National 
Joint Industrial Council, Mr. Beddow 
said this claim was quite unjustified and 
was playing with the economics of the 
industry. It was contrary to the interests 
of all parties concerned with the industry, 
not forgetting the passengers and the 
employees themselves. 

Appealing for more aids to the move- 
ment of traffic, Mr. Beddow said that in 
many cases, because of road conditions, 
restrictions were placed on the size of 
vehicles they were allowed to operate, 
thus precluding any hope of the opera- 
tions becoming self-supporting. The most 
universal cause of delays and hold-ups 
was the presence of stationary vehicles 
and many cities and towns were finding it 
necessary to extend No Waiting orders. 


Penal Tax 

Large sums were paid in taxation 
annually, particularly through the penal 
tax on fuel oil, and he hoped that the 
Chancellor would soon remove _ this 
particular tax. 

In recent years they had had sugges- 
tions that further bus stations should be 
provided, but they did not think that 
passengers would welcome bus stations 
at the price of increased fares. “In any 
case.” he went on, “it is essential that 
the bus passenger must be picked up and 
set down where he wants to be; he cannot 
just be carted to a bus station.” 

Mr. Beddow appealed to the Minister 
of Transport for an early and favourable 
decision on the question of longer and 
wider p.s.v.s. “With our limited 41- 
seat coaches,” he said, “ we cannot cater 
economically for the 45 or more pas- 
sengers who form a Continental coach 
party.”

A Cure for Shortage 
of Bus Crews 


IGHER pay for busmen was suggested 

by Mr. Emrys Pride, chairman ot 
Cardiff Transport Committee, as a means 
of attracting more drivers and conductors 
to the city’s bus undertaking. “I have

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Eleetronics Produce London Timetables 


ONDON TRANSPORT has produced 

a timetable compiled by an elec- 

tronic computer. At present simple 

routes only have been so scheduled, but it 

is hoped eventually to produce all time 
tables on a computer. 

Members of London Transport’s 
electronic data processing unit and E.M.I. 
Electronics, Ltd., have been jointly 
investigating the problem for several 
months. They have now succeeded in 
compiling and printing on an EMIDEC 
1100 computer, in 30 seconds, a timetable 
for the simplest type of bus route. This 
job would take a schedule compiler at 
least an hour to produce manually in 
rough outline. 

In the United States of America, com- 
puters have been used merely to collate 
passenger loading information, and to 
print out the final documents after the 
timetable has been compiled mainly by 
hand, states E.M.I. Nothing is known 
of similar developments to those now 
being undertaken by London Transport. 


End of Beginning 

“ We must stress that, so far. we have 
only reached the end of the beginning,” 
said a London Transport spokesman, 
“and much work remains to be done 
before more complex operating time- 
tables can be compiled by computer 
But we are very hopeful that we shall 
produce schedules and related statistical 
information, vehicle time cards and 
inspectors’ time books much more 
quickly and economically than by manual! 
methods. 

“It should also be possible to compile 
timetables more closely in line with the 
fluctuating needs of users. The com- 
puter would also deal with special traffic 
conditions which from time to 
time.” 

In order to gain an insight into the 
problem, the simplest type of bus route 
between two points and without any inter- 
mediate turning points or branches—was 
taken as a basis, and the logical rules 
underlying the compilation of a timetable 
for such a route were determined. From 
these rules a detailed computer pro- 
gramme was built up.

Timetable in 10 Seconds 


This programme needs to be written 
only once, since it will accept variations 
in specifications for different routes. The 
computer can then compile the complete 
timetable for a particular route in 10 
seconds, and immediately print out the 
information in as many different forms as 
are needed. 

There is an even greater saving in time 
when producing the subsidiary documents 
than there is in printing the time schedule. 

The next problem is to define the logic 
and write the computer programmes for 
the more complex types of timetable, com- 
prising intermediate turning 
points, two or more garage allocations.

A New Gritting Standard 


NEW Standard—B.S. 1622 : 1960 

has been introduced by the British 
Standards Institution, 2 Park Street, Lon- 
don, W.1, dealing with the winter gritting 
of roads. It is intended to help local 
authorities by disseminating knowledge 
of the latest techniques and providing a 
yardstick by which to judge gritting 
machines. 
To help local authorities choose the 
most appropriate gritter for their own pur- 


poses, machines are classified in five 
categories. Essential requirements for 
construction and performance are laid 


down, with testis, to ensure that gritters 
spread the correct amount of material, 
distribute it evenly. and aim it correctly. 


Neat salt, rarely used 10 years ago 
when this standard was first published, 
is now recognized as a valuable gritting 
material, and the economic use of salt 
calls for gritters which can spread as little 
as 1 oz. per sq. yd. uniformly over wide 
carriageways: the revised British Standard 
takes into account the need for this 
uniformity. 

To allow. manufacturers 
redesign their equipment, interim 
standards are laid down in the revised 
publication, with the proviso that, after 
three years, they will become more 
stringent.

Problems in the Isle of Man 


By G. Duncan Jewell 


LTHOUGH bus operators on the main- 
A tn of Great Britain are faced with 

many difficulties, their position can only 
be regarded with envy by their contemporaries 
in the Isle of Man, where the road transport 
position is generally difficult. 

A recent investigation by The Commercial 
Motor into conditions on the Island revealed 
some startling facts, and there is a widespread 
demand for a new licensing system. 

There are three main road passenger trans- 
port companies on the Island. The Isle of 
Man Road Services, Ltd. (a subsidiary of 
the Isle of Man Railway); Douglas Corporation 
Transport; and the independent members of the Isle 
of Man Coach Owners’ Association. The first-named com- 
pany was incorporated on June 17, 1930, to carry on and 
develop the railway-bus services known as Isle of Man 
Road Services, and Manxland Bus Services, Ltd., and 
Manx Motors, Ltd., which the railway had acquired. 

The company’s fleet consists of 78 vehicles, mostly 
Leylands, comprising 40 double-deckers (thirty-four 56- 
seaters, three 62-seaters, and three 73-seaters) and 38 single- 
deckers (four Tiger Cub 44-seaters. four Royal Tiger 
40-seaters, eight Olympic 40-seaters, four Tiger PSI 35- 
seaters and six LT/9 34-seaters, together with 11 Bedford 
and one Commer 29/32-seaters). 

The stage services operated by Isle of Man Road 
Services, Ltd., are: Douglas, Santon, Ballasalla, Castletown, 
Colby, Port Erin and Port St. Mary; Douglas, Union 
Mills, Crosby, St. John’s and Peel; Douglas, Garwick, 
Laxey and Ramsey; Douglas, Kirk Michael and Glen 
Wyllin: Douglas and Onchan (circular); Douglas and Hill- 
berry; Douglas, Tromode, Abbeylands, Strang and 
Baldwin; Douglas, Eairy, St. Marks and Fozdale; Douglas 
and Port Soderick; Ramsey and Peel; Ramsey and Jurby:

The Island is small and sparsely populated with few low 
industries. Its economy is dependent on a short visit 
season and so far as regular operation is concerned, th 
main trouble is paucity of traffic in the off-season peridé 
when receipts per mile fall far below the national level.

Austin 5 and 7 tonners transport pipes, 
labour and peat moss. 3 and 5 ton tippers 
work on housing sites. 30 Austin vans are 
used for personnel and servicing and one 
4-year-old 10 cwt. is a hard-working refuse 
collector. 

The Board have run Austins for 7 years. 
Soon 6 new ones will swell the fleet of 67. 
Shaun Banks, Transport Manager, says: 
“Austins are doing an excellent job for us. 
They’re very economical, with little mech- 
anical trouble.

As a result, bus operation in the Island is uneconomic 
under present conditions, and financial results in recent 
years have not permitted adequate provision to be made 
for depreciation and fleet replacement.

throughout the Island number between 35 and 40, of whom 
95 per cent. are members of the Isle of Man Coach 
Owners’ Association, which was formed in 1946. 

Mr. T. H. Kissack, secretary of the Association, pointed 
out that with a short summer season and consequent fierce 
competition, operators find it impossible to allow for depre- 


ciation and replacement of vehicles. The position is so 
serious, economically, that coaches remain in service for 
an average of 20 years, and are replaced by second-hand 


vehicles on hire-purchase. Members operate about 150 
coaches, of which 105 are based in Douglas. 
Many operators have been forced, by these circum- 


stances, into asking for business at hotels, while others are 
part-time and connected with the hotel trade. Some of the 


fares quoted by members speak for themselves: 2s. 6d. 
a passenger for private parties between Douglas and 
Ramsey (40 miles), and 10s. for a tour of the Island, 


including Point of Ayr, with lunch supplied. The normal 
tour of the Island, excluding the extras, cost 12s. 6d. in 
1946, by 1949 it was 10s., 1951, 8s., and at the present 
time 6s. or 7s. is not 
unusual,

because, “ with drivers’ wages at £10 a week, only owner- 
driving pays,” he said. 

Messrs. A, and E. Clague, Esplanade, Douglas, another 
typical Island concern, operating five coaches, two taxis 
and a hire car, originally had six taxis, six hire cars, and a 
hearse in addition to their excursion business. But, with an 
average excess of £2-3,000 expenditure over income, it 
became necessary to economize and reduce staff in order 
to keep going in the winter. The undertaking business 
collapsed when the Island’s funeral directors started 
buying their own hearses. 

Mr. Edmund Ranson, Happiways, and chairman of the 
Association, had three coaches, one taxi, one hire-car, and 
one lorry, but these have been reduced to one 41-seater 
coach owner-driven, with a 29-seater kept as a spare. His 
net profit for 1959 was £400, 
without allowing for depre- 
ciation. 

Four coach stands are pro- 
vided on Douglas promenade 
and three in the town, at 
which the operators take their 
turns in strict rotation, during 
the season.- 

Many operators have, in 
the past, combined passenger 
and goods carrying in their 
business, but have found 
there is little profit in haul- 
age. The majority of tipper- 
work is for the Manx 
Government on road-making 
and similar projects. Average turnover for this work on 
a 5}-day week is £22, and with petrol and driver’s wages 
at £15 10s. the profit margin is very small. 

There are no restrictions on drivers’ hours and the only 
regulations concern insecure loads. Operators have no 
option but to overload when work is available, or go out 
of business. 

Shortly after the war there was some building activity 
which provided work, but this has now ceased and, so far 
as is known, no new lorries have appeared on the island 
since 1957. The opinion was expressed that if certificates 
of fitness were required, 95 per cent. of Manx haulage 
vehicles would be off the road. 

Diesel engines are little used by the independents, either 
for coaches or goods vehicles. In their view, it would be a 
waste of good engines with the excessive gear work 
required for the hilly terrain.

The independents want a Central Licensing Authority 
instead of a committee elected annually, to control roy 
and fares. The Association has tried unsuccessfully fy 
many years, to get the House of Keys to introduce th 
necessary legislation. 

In 1957, they sponsored a Private Member’s Bill, th 
Road Traffic (Motor Coaches) Bill, which was ture 
down, but the Government subsequently agreed to appoin 
a Committee to inquire and take evidence. The Associatioy 
and other interested parties gave evidence, but the firy 
official meeting of the Committee did not take place unti 
May, 1960, and its recommendations are still awaited, 

The Association’s claims are: that the present system of 
local authorities fixing maximum but not minimum fare 
results in rate cutting; licences should only be issued oy 
proof of need; and coaches available on the Island are wel 
able to deal with the peak traffic. 

The system of licensing of vehicles for carrying passen 
gers for hire in the Island, said Mr. A. M. Sheard, gene 
manager of Isle of Man Road Services, is generally agreed 
to be unsatisfactory and in urgent need of alteration 
Manx legislation usually follows very closely upon that of 
Great Britain, but there is an exception in this respect 
relating to the regulation of public service vehicles.

The Road Traffic Act, 1933 (Isle of Man), includes 
several parts of the British Road Traffic Act, 1930, or th 
1960 Act, as it now is, but makes no reference to whl 
used to be Part IV of the 1930 Act. 

In the case of the Road Traffic Amendment Act, 19% 
(Isle of Man), which followed the Road Traffic Act, 19 
(Great Britain), the original Bill repeated the provisions #—= 
Part IV of the English Act of 1930, but there were difie F°%) 
ences between the branches of the legislature. In Part !\ 
of the Manx Act, a vehicle used on a road service i 
referred to as a “road service vehicle,” and for & 
purpose of the Act, “road service” means an organist 
service by a motor vehicle carrying passengers for hire 
reward at fares varying according to distance. 

This definition of “road service” does not appear 4 
the English Act. It places the licensing authority appo

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under the Act, the Isle of Man Highway and Transport 
Board, almost in the position of controlling only the 
regular stage service. To some extent it restricts the trade of 
the regular operator who for many years operated freely 
inder stage-coach licences issued by local authorities. 

It was not the intention of the legislature to restrict 
trade, and assurances were given to that effect at the time, 
but, as a result of this peculiar definition, regular operators 
in the Island are in many respects deprived of the advan- 
tages and protection for regular operators elsewhere. 

Omnibuses run by Douglas Corporation within the limits 
of the borough are not deemed to be road service vehicles 
for the purposes of the Manx Road Traffic Acts. A 1950 
Act enabled Douglas Corporation to operate within an 
area extending two miles outside the then existing borough 
poundary, subject to the grant of a road service licence. 

A public service vehicle is defined in the Public Service 
Vehicles (Inspection) Act, 1928, as meaning a hackney 
carriage or stage-coach, whether propelled by mechanical 
power or otherwise. 

The Local Government Consolidation Act, 1916 (Isle of 
Man), provides that the Commissioners of any district may 
licence such number as they think fit of hackney carriages 
and stage coaches. For every such licence issued, a sum 
not exceeding 10s. is paid to the Commissioners. This 
licence is additional to the vehicle duty licence payable to 
the Highway Board. 

The Royal Commission on Transport appointed in Great 
Britain in 1928, stated that ** the essential difference between 
a hackney carriage and a stage-coach is that the former is 
hired as a vehicle, whereas the latter is used for carrying 
passengers at separate fares.” 

There are about 140 motor coaches in the Isle of Man 
operating under hackney carriage licences issued by local 
authorities. Although holding hackney carriage licences, 
the coaches carry passengers at separate fares and therefore 
operate as stage-coaches. 

It seems impossible to visualize circumstances under 
which a stage-coach licence could be properly issued under 
the Local Government Consolidation Act, 1916, authorizing 
a vehicle to carry passengers at separate and distinct rates 
or fares, as it would conflict with the provisions of the 
Road Traffic Amendment Act, 1930 (Isle of Man). Under 
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this Act, the licensing authority for that class of work is 
the Isle of Man Highway and Transport Board. 

The services provided by the coaches are not co-ordinated 
with other forms of passenger transport, as in Great 
Britain, and there is no control as to destination, routes 
and fares. This gives rise to wasteful competition in the 
comparatively short holiday season, the only profitable 
working period of the year. 

The situation is of grave concern to Isle of Man Road 
Services, Ltd., as the regular operator, called upon to 
maintain unremunerative regular services in the off-season 
period. 

In opposing the Road Traffic (Motor Coaches) Bill in the 
legislature in October, 1957, the company stated that there 
was need for amending legislation in connection with motor 
coaches, because the Isle of Man law in that respect was 
archaic as it remained the same as it was in the days of 
horse-drawn vehicles. 

The Bill remedied this to some extent, but it did not go 
far enough. It did not require the Authority to provide 
adequate and efficient services, to eliminate unnecessary 
services and to help run unremunerative services. Neither 
did it require the Authority to co-ordinate all forms of 
passenger transport, including transport by rail, nor did it 
specifically want applicants to submit particulars as to the 
service frequency and journey times. There were other 
provisions of the Act relevant to the subject, but omitted 
from the Bill. 

Representations were therefore made on behalf of the 
company stating that the present system of licensing of 
hackney carriages was unsatisfactory. The company 
suggested that a new system of licensing public service 
vehicles should be adopted, and that the legislation be 
brought into line With Great Britain, where the problems 
arising out of this subject were, it claimed, met and dealt 
with fairly. 

The company was prepared to submit amendments to 
the Motor Coaches Bill with a view to making it workable 
and fair to all concerned, but the Bill was rejected by the 
legislation on the vote for second reading. 

The delay of the Committee in producing recommenda- 
tions is Causing serious concern to interested parties, and it 
is hoped that some positive steps will soon be taken to 
remedy the present deplorable state of affairs.

> your report on the meeting held by the South Yorkshire 

Section of the Institute of Materials Handling, at which 

Mr. A. H. Carter read his paper “ Transport and Materials 

Handling—Road Vehicle Development,” there were certain 

references to the Dinosaur system which, together with the 

Dumpmaster and Dumpster systems, We are now manu- 

facturing in this country. 

Reference was made to: (a) “ The Dinosaur system was 
relatively costly ”; (b) “Its use increased the taxation of 
the vehicle ”; and (c) “ Because the Dinosaur was tilted to 
a steep angle when loading, it could only be applied for 
certain types of goods.” 

As, in some ways, this information is misleading, | am 
taking the opportunity of dealing with these points:— 

(a) Invariably new techniques and methods involve 
increased capital expenditure, but resulting operating 
costs show considerable reductions arising out of 
increased efficiency and lower labour charges. The 
Dinosaur vehicle with its simple hydraulic equipment is 
naturally more expensive than a normal commercial 
chassis, but in many applications it will permit fleet 
operation with a reduced number of vehicles. With 
virtually no idle time for loading and unloading, it is 
possible to attain an exceptionally high utilization factor 
forthe mobile unit. 

(b) The slight increase in taxation involved by the higher 
tare is a very minor aspect in the overall annual operat- 
ing cost, and is quite insignificant when compared with 
the labour saving of approximately £1,000 a year for 
the driver of each vehicle rendered surplus by the intro- 
duction of the Dinosaur system. 

(c) It is inferred that the container can only be loaded on 
to the chassis by elevating to a steep angle. This is not 
so. The Dinosaur is the only self-contained vehicle that 
can load and unload its own body on to or off the 
ground, a dock, a flat rail car or against any height of 
dock (up to chassis height)—it being possible to fit 
adjustable legs to each body container. 

It is only when the body container is picked up from 
or set down on the ground that significant elevation 
takes place and, as the maximum elevation is approxi- 
mately 17°, this could hardly be considered a “ steep 
angle.” In addition to this complete flexibility, in picking 
up and setting down its own body, the vehicle is capable 
of further elevation to approximately 45° for complete 
discharge by tipping—for appropriate material. 

Having clarified these aspects of the Dinosaur system, 
! would support Mr. Carter’s claims that “an_ inter- 
changeable body system offers the best solution to many 
traffic problems and can provide a better means of goods 
handling than the articulated vehicle.” The Dinosaur 
system allows for interchange of dissimilar as well as 
similar bodies—the one vehicle can handle a variety of flats. 
totally enclosed or open bodies, stake-side bodies or even 
tanks.

Third-axle 
Conversions Again 


HAVE read with interest the letters on the subject of 

third-axle conversion vehicle performance compared with 
that of the three-axle machine designed by chassis manu- 
facturers and fitted with a * slogger””’ engine. In the laden 
condition the three-axle conversion with its usual engine is 
no match for its 10-litre opponent on any up-gradient. Even 
a slight head-wind would reduce the speed of the “ con- 
version ” considerably, since it has no reserve of power to 
overcome this, and a change-down is more than likely with 
a consequent increase in fuel consumption. 

It is true, however, that on a downhill run, or with a tail- 
wind, those conversions which have a high maximum 
governed engine speed can and do reach speeds in excess 
of 50 m.p.h. But can they stop? 

The majority of the third-axle conversions are equipped 
with servo-assisted hydraulic brakes, the master cylinder of 
which was initially designed for two-axle braking, and to 
provide a safe reserve of volume to cater for lining wear and 
drum expansion due to heat. To expect the existing brake 
system to operate on an additional axle can be extremely 
dangerous, for pedal travel is increased, thus reducing the 
available margin of safety 

Furthermore, the increase in gross vehicle weight reduces 
the handbrake efficiency considerably. It is impossible for 
a single-pull handbrake to be efficient at 20 tons g.v.w. 
unless it is power-assisted. 

With regard to “ Minimog’s” statement that the mass 
producers have virtually extinguished the heavy four- 
wheeler, I would suggest that this is almost entirely due to 
legislation which restricts the speed of a drawbar trailer 
combination to 20 m.p.h., and requires a driver's mate 
to be carried. 

The heavy four-wheel tractor and maximum-payload 
semi-trailer is still a very popular combination.

were hired to push barrow loads along Pentonville 
Road, London, for one penny. 

Today, the modern counterpart 
Covent Garden—employ 30 vehicles to convey new and 
hired clothes to and from their customers, branches and 
factories. Additionally, consignments most urgently 
required may be rushed by van to an air or rail terminus. 

[he fever of excitement with which customers may 
approach the sartorial demands of a big occasion must be 
translated into a satisfactory transaction between customer 
and supplier. But despite a century of experience and a 
staff of over 1,000, both the size and immediacy of many 
such events—a Royal Occasion or Ascot Week, for 
example—must inevitably make great demands on the 
Organization providing the last and vital link with the 
customer. 

To maintain the high standard of reliability expected of 
their hire service at such times, Moss Bros insist that road 
transport must be employed wherever possible. Moreover, 
both vehicles and drivers must be under their direct control. 

Dependable transport services have also had a direct 
bearing on the post-war expansion of Moss Bros. A com- 
plete hire service requires a vast range of clothes of all 
sizes and suitable for every occasion. When the possibility 
of opening branches was first being considered, there was 
B24 
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understandable opposition from experienced members of 
the company. They contended that it would be economic- 
ally impossible to duplicate at every branch the vast range 
of clothes for hire which had been built up over the years 
at Covent Garden. To do less would be to lower the 
standard already achieved. 

A solution has been found by ensuring that a transport 
service of the utmost reliability 
is immediately available should 
difficulties arise. If any of the 
16 branches or 2,000 agents of 
Moss Bros have a request that 
they cannot meet from their own 
stock, they can guarantee to the 
customer that his order will be 


specially delivered to any 
address in Britain within 24 
hours. 


There is an additional trans- 
port significance in the opening 
of branches during the post-war 
years at Aldershot, Bourne- 
mouth, Bristol, Camberley, 
Chester, Glasgow, Leeds, Liver-

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bury, Southsea, York and Birmingham. Because of the 
high standard of living generally enjoyed in recent years, 
the hire service is being used by a wider range of customers 
in all parts of the country. Inevitably this has involved 
greater demands on the dispatch and transport departments 

Coupled to the requirement that deliveries must be made 
speedily and with the utmost reliability is the important 
factor that practically the whole of the traffic of Moss Bros 
is conveyed in small lots. In consequence, Mr. R. F. 
Milne, transport and dispatch manager, emphasized that 
service must always be a prime objective of the transport 
policy of Moss Bros. It was unacceptable that their service 
should be in any way curtailed as the result of an 
endeavour to organize their transport other than as an 
ancillary department. Cost per ton-mile, for example, 
would be a singularly inept term to associate with the type 
of delivery Moss Bros make daily throughout the year. 

But although the customer is primarily concerned with 
the delivery of his order on time before the event, many 
other collections and deliveries have also to be organized 
to maintain the hire service. In addition to the collection 
of garments after use, a continuous inter-departmental 
movement of traffic takes place between the headquarters 
of Moss Bros at Covent Garden and their cleaning factory 
at Dorking or their depot at Dalston, where new garments 
are made. In addition, the stocks at all 16 branches are 
maintained entirely by vehicles of their own fleet, whilst 
these branches, in turn, are responsible for meeting the 
requirements of Services establishments in their particular 
areas 

Of the total fleet of 30 com- 
mercial vehicles, 14 are 
Vauxhall Victor traveller cars 
supplied to representatives 
based at the branches. As 
dual-purpose vehicles convey 
ing goods they operate under 
C licence. Because of the 
high standard of both relia 
bility and appearance ex 
pected by the company. 
these representatives’ vehicles 
are replaced annually by their 
supplier, Capital Motor Co., 
Ltd., Islington. Mr. Milne 
considered that such a 
replacement policy was essen- 
tial to any company of stand- 
ing under similar trading 
conditions and, as a result, 
one new Vauxhall Victor was 

being delivered approximately every month. 

The sales area of Moss Bros is England, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland, whilst in addition an eight-week tour of 
the Continent is made by a representative twice a year, at 
Easter and prior to Christmas. A main source of sale by 
representatives is at Services establishments throughout the 
country. 

These vehicles average approximately 500 miles per 
week and, because of the annual replacement policy, main- 
tenance can be limited to the manufacturer’s servicing 
scheme. This is undertaken at the agency nearest to the 
branch at which the representative is based. Here, again, 
in keeping with the overall transport policy of Moss Bros, 
the emphasis is On maximum availability of representa- 
tives’ vehicles for service and minimum diversion of 
expenditure and control away from efficient delivery of 
traffic. Fuel consumption for these Vauxhall Victors 
averages around 30-32 m.p.g. 

Other vehicles in the commercial fleet include eight 
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The traffic of Moss Bros is conveyed in a variety of 
packages. These large cases are being loaded in 
London destined for the northern branches. 


Morris, four Austins, two Fords and two Bedfords. The 
eight Morris are J-type 10-cwt. petrol-engined vans, and 
are employed on daily delivery to customers and agents 
within a radius of 20 miles of London, bounded by 
Chislehurst, Kingston, Watford and Upminster. 

One of the Austins is a 2-ton van which has already 
covered 400,000 miles. It regularly makes two return trips 
per week serving all the southern branches. Leaving head- 
quarters on Monday mornings, it travels via Camberley, 
Aldershot, Southsea, Bournemouth and Salisbury to 
Bristol. It is fitted with a Luton-bodied van built by 
Dennis Brothers, St. Mark’s Road, London, W.10, and a 
petrol consumption rate of 15.5 m.p.g. is averaged. 

A larger vehicle is employed on the complementary 
northern run. This is a 4-ton Thames Trader, oil-engined. 
also fitted with a Dennis Luton-type van. Moss Bros are 
particularly insistent that their vehicles should always 
present a smart appearance. In addition to the overall 
finish in dark blue. Mr. G. C. Francis, heraldic artist, 
responsible for the Coronation and Lord Mayor's Coaches, 
is employed to paint the motif, consisting of a dandy 
against a background of old Covent Garden. 

The northern run is routed via Birmingham, Chester. 
Liverpool, Manchester and Nottingham. At Manchester 
part of the load is transhipped on to a 30-cwt. Austin. 
which is then delivered to Leeds and York. This return 
trip is also completed twice a week in the course of which

tyres fitted to this vehicle. 

Indicative of the standard of reliability expected from 
their delivery service, Mr. Milne told me of an incident 
which occurred on this run when the driver concerned 
dismantled a faulty radiator and proceeded to the nearest 
town for attention. The repairs were ultimately completed 
and the deliveries made on time. 

After the return of hired garments to headquarters, they 
are then conveyed by a shuttle service operating twice 
daily to the cleaning factory at Dorking. A 2-ton Austin. 
fitted with oil engine, is employed on this work, moving 
approximately 1,500 garments per day. Another Austin 
similarly Operates between Covent Garden and Dalston. 
London, N., where new clothes are made. Because of the 
shorter journey, this vehicle does three trips per day and 
averages around 500 miles per week. 

In connection with the large riding department main- 
tained by Moss Bros, a special horse-show van was 
purchased two years ago at a cost of £2,800. It is based 
on a Bedford coach chassis fitted with oil engine. The 
van body is attractively finished all white with a centre 
plaque depicting a rider in red mounted on a white horse 
against a background of blue cloud. The plaque is painted 
on duralumin and cost £137. 

This van is employed exclusively attending all major 
horse-shows throughout the country and concludes its 
annual tour at the Horse of the Year Show at Wembley. 
A third of the interior of the van, at the front, is fitted out 
with hanging rails to permit riding habits to be carried 
without creasing. Two doors are provided to close off this 
section, and so make it dust-proof. In addition to all 
manner of saddlery and other horse equipment, the remain- 
ing section houses the Calor-gas equipment and tent which 
are used by the driver, and any sales staff, when staying 
overnight on a show site. 

Free Delivery Service 

In addition to the free delivery service offered to their 
customers within the van area, several vehicles of the fleet 
are daily employed each evening at about 8 o'clock 
conveying urgent orders direct to the appropriate London 
main-line station. A typical evening’s delivery may include 
200 suits on hire. In addition, a large proportion of new 
clothes are also conveyed, the sale of which represents 
more than half the total revenue of Moss Bros. 

All maintenance of vans is carried out overnight by the 
local agent. Additionally, drivers are allowed one Saturday 
morning per month to undertake any job they consider 
necessary. In keeping with their insistence on a smart 
appearance, a full-time cleaner is employed continually 
washing vehicles, either immediately following completion 
of the day's duties around 5.30 p.m. to 8.30 p.m., or early 
the following morning from 6.30 to 10, 

Vans are replaced every eight years, when approximately 
200,000 miles will have been clocked. In view of the nature 
of the traffic, special security arrangements include the 
fitting of Chubb locks and master switches to all vehicles.

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game, he certainly has a different point of view 

from the players and can often cast a new light on 
an old problem. This may be the case even when he 
misinterprets some of the things he sees. A recent contri- 
putor to the British Transport Review, Sylvia Trench, 
describes herself as an economist and student of transport 
policy. She may, therefore, be better able than the expert 
to take a detached view of the subject, while being also 
more susceptible to popular pgejudices and fallacies. She 
makes some interesting points and, at the same time, shows 
how easily the outsider can go astray. 

The temptation is to imagine that there is a single basic 
cause of the transport problem and, therefore, a single 
basic solution. One persistent resulting error is the 
assumption that passenger and freight transport may both 
be treated in the same way. The illusion is encouraged 
by the fact that the railways carry both goods and passen- 
gers over the same track and that the public still think 
first of the railways when they think of transport. They 
do not give sufficient weight to the differences between the 
two main kinds of traffic. So strong is the conviction that 
there is really no difference at all that facts and figures are 
assembled as proof without the slightest suspicion that they 
really point in the opposite direction.

Popular Opinion 

What the public think about transport must have a 
considerable effect upon the decisions in Parliament, so 
that it is worth paying close attention to popular opinion, 
even when it is mistaken. The writer of the article to 
which I have referred has fallen into the trap of confusing 
the goods and the passenger problems, and has even 
assembled what she may consider reasonably conclusive 
evidence. 

The article notes, correctly enough, that on the railways 
in recent years the volume of passenger traffic has slightly 
increased, whereas there has been a substantial and 
continuous fall in goods traffic. No particular significance 
is attached to this contrast, perhaps because it would 
disturb the writer’s theme. She is anxious to establish that 
the traffic is passing to the private car and the C-licensed 
goods vehicle, and the argument would lose much of its 
force unless both tendencies are shown to be pronounced. 
The article makes the categorical statement that the public 
road services are facing problems similar to those of the 
railways. “* While the share of the total traffic carried by 
road is increasing, only the private forms of road transport 
are taking part in this expansion.” 

Statistics are then produced in support. They are 
straightforward on the passenger side, where there has been 
a fall of 17 per cent (from 16,700m. to 13,800m.) between 
1950 and 1958 in the total number of passenger journeys 
on buses, coaches, trolleybuses and trams. The figure of 
13,900m. for 1959 was not available at the time when the 
article was written and does not greatly affect the argument. 

One might expect the corresponding figures to be given 
for road goods transport. Instead, the article refers 
obscurely to a “relative decline,” and points out that 
vehicles on C licence were covering 46 per cent. of the 
total ton mileage by all road goods vehicles in the sample 
week in April, 1958, during which the Ministry of 
Transport carried out a survey. In other words, on the 
Passenger side there is a clear-cut comparison, and on 
the goods side one or two ambiguous figures proving, if 
anything, that the public carrier is predominant. The 
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inference is plainly supposed to be that the proportion of 
road goods traffic carried under C licence is rising. 

Proof of the point one way or another was, in fact, 
readily available, but if the writer had followed up the 
statistics to their conclusion they would have seriously 
damaged her argument. A simple means of comparison 
with the Ministry survey in 1958 was provided by the 
similar survey in 1952. In that year vehicles on C licence 
carried 64 per cent. of the total of road goods transport, 
so that the figure of 46 per cent. for 1958 represents a 
substantial decline in their share. Moreover, the actual 
volume of traffic carried by hauliers operating under A and 
B licences went up by no less than 65 per cent., as com- 
pared with the fall of 17 per cent. in passenger carryings 
by road. 

What do these statistics indicate? Either in spite of the 
licensing system or because of it, the haulier is well able 
to hold his own with his do-it-yourself competitor, whereas 
the railways and the road passenger operators are not in 
the same fortunate position. One reason for the difference 
is simple. The train or the bus cannot duplicate the 
service that the individual provides for himself with his 
own car, whereas the C-licence holder—where he is a 
competitor with public transport—is operating on very 
much the same lines as a haulier. There is even no exact 
line of demarcation between them, for the B licence is a 
hybrid in which sometimes the haulier and sometimes the 
trader predominates. 

If he sets himself out to do it, the haulier can provide a 
tailor-made service that exactly suits the customer, that 
may, in fact, correspond at every point with what the 
customer can do for himself. The rapid increase in the 
number of vehicles on contract is a good illustration, which 
is given another dimension by the recent fairly widespread 
attempts to transfer those vehicles to ordinary A licences. 

Even if the customer’s requirements are considerable and 
varied, he should find no difficulty in satisfying them from 
within the road haulage industry as a whole. His 
possession of a fleet of vehicles need make no serious 
inroads into the traffic carried for him by hauliers. For 
example, if his vehicles were designed and used exclusively 
for retail deliveries they would encourage, rather than cut 
down, the use of public transport for longer, heavier 
hauls. 


Broad View 


Oddly enough, this end of the argument appears to be 
firmly grasped in the article, which appreciates clearly that 
in this respect the railways are in a very different position 
from the hauliers. It is particularly critical of the theory 
possibly another popular fallacy—that railway operation 
can be made to pay merely by cutting out those services 
that are found to be uneconomic. The user of public 
transport, it is pointed out, looks at the overall service 
available to him and not merely at one or two special 
items. The withdrawal of part of the service, perhaps 
because it is uneconomic, may be the determining factor 
in persuading a user to buy his own car or lorry to provide 
the service for him. Once he owns a vehicle, he seeks to 
use it as much as possible and may, therefore, take away 
more of his custom from the public operator. 

This is a point worth making but, owing to the tendency 
to confuse passenger and freight operation, the public fail 
to realize that the point applies far more to the railways 
as a whole, and to road passenger operation, than it does 
to road haulage. 
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At the London Midland Region driving 
school of British Railways, situated at The 
Grove, Watford, an average of 40 fully 
trained drivers are passed out each week. 
This recruit is being instructed there in

OAD transport operators will be 
RR increasingly affected by the 
changes in British economy 
which have necessitated a national 
reappraisal of labour recruitment, 
training and welfare. Mass-produc- 
tion methods in manufacturing 
industries provide opportunities for 
economies not available to operators 
to offset. by increased output, the high 
wages induced by full employment. 
The urgent need to initiate or 
expand training schemes for persons 
entering industry is being widely 
recognized. Following a recommenda- 
tion of the Carr Committee, the 
Industrial Training Council was 
instituted to lead the setting-up of

industrial training schemes throughout 
the country. 

More than 120 schemes are now in 
operation in a variety of occupations, 
and recent statistics issued by the 
Ministry of Labour show that 37 per 
cent. of youths entering industry are 
serving apprenticeships. 

Nor are such schemes limited to 
compact industries or large works. 
The building and motor-vehicle retail- 
ing and repairing trades, for example, 
are nationwide and include many 
small companies, yet both have appro- 
priate training arrangements for 
recruits. 


Less Transfer of Labour 

This expansion of training schemes 
must inevitably intensify competition 
for suitable recruits, particularly in a 
period of full or near-full employment 
Moreover, as a higher proportion com- 
plete apprenticeships, subsequent 
transfer between industries — will 
probably decrease, with a correspond- 
ing diminution in the availability of 
adult labour. 

Because the road transport industry 
is a major employer of labour, it must 
inevitably be affected as such training 
schemes become fully implemented. 
Even though transport does _ not 
require large numbers of skilled crafts- 
men, other than in maintenance 
departments, the task of attracting and 
retaining an adequate labour force will 
become increasingly difficult and 
competitive. 

As an industry, goods transport at

present accepts little, 
if any, responsibility 
for staff training. Such 
schemes as do exist 
been sponsored 
by individual, and 
usually large, organi- 
zations, but in total 
they represent only a 
small proportion of 
the road transport industry. 

However, continued and 
intensified labour shortage could 
compel a higher proportion of opera- 
iors to reconsider the adequacy of 
their own arrangements for staff 
recruitment, training and subsequent 
control after engagement. I give here 
particulars of some existing schemes 
employed by goods-vehicle operators 
as an indication of the problems likely 
to be met. 

Dealing first with a large C-licence 
Operator, the 
problem is the distribution of approxi- 
mately 700 vehicles throughout the 
country with not more than 40 in any 
one area. There is no direct control 
from headquarters over the driving 
staff, and the local area organizations

driving staff's selection and training, 
particularly as the responsibility for 
provision and maintenance of vehicles 
remained with the contractors. It was 
essential that they should have some 
means of approving customers’ drivers. 

It was therefore a condition of the 
contract, signed by the customer to 
whom vehicles were being supplied on 
hire by Blox Services, that all drivers 
which the customer wished to employ 
must pass an impartial driving test to 
the satisfaction of Blox Services. The 
great majority of such tests were, in 
fact, carried out by the B.S.M. 

A good driver was the key to 
efficient operation, Mr. Durham 
emphasized. For that reason, in addi-

tion to the initial driving test, Blox 
Services also operated accident and 
fuel - economy bonus schemes. 
Although the initial purpose of offer- 
ing drivers a bonus for low fuel con- 
sumption was obviously to cut costs, 
it had been found that drivers who 
merited the highest fuel bonuses were 
invariably men with low 
records. 

Proneness to high fuel consumption, 
breakdowns and accidents were closely 
inter-related. A driver returning a 
high standard in any usually 
showed good results in the other two 


Reward of £4 4s. 


[he accident-bonus scheme at pre- 
sent operated by Blox Services ensures 
that every regular driver entirely free 
of an accident of any kind, during a 
12-month period, is eligible for a 
reward of £4 4s. It is stipulated that 
drivers shall have driven their vehicles 
regularly each month for a full year 

Where a new driver is taken on 
after January 1, he qualifies for the 
bonus at the rate of 7s. per month for 
each full month’s driving up to 
December 31, subject to his being free 
of accidents. 

Blox Services insist that all accidents, 
no matter how slight, must be reported 
on the appropriate form and received 
within 72 hours. Failure to do this 
disqualifies the driver concerned for 
any award that year.

ber 31. It was significant, Mr, Durham 
said, that when an accident occurred 
more correspondence passed between 
contractor, insurer and customer than 
for any other part of the business. 
Following a successful initial driv- 
ing test, customers’ employees are free 
to drive any Blox vehicle allocated to 
them up to the size of the vehicle on 
which they were tested. If a customer 
later wishes to transfer the driver to 
either a larger or different type of 
vehicle, such as from a rigid to an 
“artic,” the driver must first pass a 
further test on the alternative 


type of vehicle to which it is 
proposed to transfer him. 
Mr. Durham added that no 


immediate benefit was obtained 
from insurers in respect of 
vehicle premium because of the 
employment of an_ impartial 
driving test for all new entrants.

of their own * Hirer Drivers’ Guide,” 
covering a wide range of subjects 
relative to the operation of vehicles 
from the drivers’ aspect, Blox Services 
also copy of ‘“ Advanced 
Driving.” This is a book drawn up by 
the British Safety Council, based on 
the manual issued for the instruction 
of police drivers at the Hendon school. 

Having obtained the experiences ot 
two different types of operator when 
employing an outside agency to con- 
duct impartial driving tests, I then 
discussed the operation of such 
schemes with Mr. F. R. Priestly, chief 
instructor of the B.S.M. He empha- 
sized at the outset that commercial- 
vehicle operators making use of their 
services for the testing of drivers on 
recruitment relieved themselves of 
heavy responsibility. 

Having tested a prospective driver, 
it was the custom for B.S.M. to return 
a confidential report to the employer

Whilst it was normal procedure to 
issue confidential reports, a copy was 
also given to the driver if the 
employer so wished.

Apart from initial testing of pros- 
pective drivers, B.S.M. services are 
also employed for other purposes. A 
large fleet operator who formerly used 
electrically propelled vehicles decided 
to change over to petrol-engined

types of vehicles. Some companies 
prefer to have their drivers retested at 
specific age levels. 

As an example of the amount 
of tuition required for conversion 
from one type of vehicle to another, 
a driver formerly used to 10-cwt. vans 
and being transferred to a 5-tonner 
would, on average, require six to nine 
hours additional instruction. 


Conversion Tuition 
Whilst either B.S.M. or operators’ 
vehicles may be used for testing 
drivers, the advantage of dual control 
of B.S.M. vehicles. was particularly 
important when conversion tuition was 
being given. If operators’ own vehicles 
were used for this purpose by a driver 
who had no previous experience of 
that particular vehicle, there would 
not only be the loss of use during the 
time of tuition, but also the distinct 

possibility of minor accidents. 
Mr. Priestly stressed the importance 
of the impartiality of the B.S.M. The 
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company had only one objective 
namely, to state whether a driver 
reached a_ predetermined Standard 
Such impartiality was a vital facto, 
when disciplinary action was unde 
consideration following an accident. 

A more recent development cop 
cerned operators of ancillary goods. 
vehicle fleets who were also responsible 
for staff cars. There was a growing 
interest by top level managements, Mr 
Priestly said, in the high accident rat 
which some were experiencing with 
their representatives’ fleets of cars, 

In the past, the attitude has 
undoubtedly been that if a member of 
the staff was a top-grade salesman 
any high accident rate he might have 
with his car was to be discounted 
This was by no means the case today 
It was being increasingly recognized 
that, apart from the cost, damaged 
vehicles were no 
their owners.

Disruption of Working 

There must also be substantial dis- 
ruption of day-to-day working as well 
as the obvious expense, whether in 
terms of direct repair bills or ulti- 
mately increased insurance premiums 

In conversation with Mr. Ff 
Howarth, B.S.M. chief instructor of 
commercial vehicles, he disclosed that 
almost invariably the first contact with 
a commercial-vehicle user immediately 
followed notification from the opera-

As an alternative to the employ- 
ment of an outside agency for the 
testing and training of driving staff, 
the establishment of one’s own school 
must obviously be limited to the 
largest users. Not only is the cost 
substantial but the probable  sub- 
sequent loss of trained personnel to 
other operators would inevitably have 
to be accepted. 

Such an arrangement, however, 
would have the advantage of permit- 
ting training to be adapted precisely 
to the users’ needs, particularly as 
regards traffic handled and system of 
documentation. 


Railways’ Scheme 

In keeping with their position as 
the largest operators of commercial 
vehicles in this country, the training 
given at the British Railways’ driving 
schools shows what can be achieved 
by individual organizations. The rail- 
Ways employ 20,000 drivers and 
operate 16,000 vehicles together with 
a further 30,000 trailers, two-thirds of 
Which are articulated. 

Thirteen schools are maintained in 
the five regions, and an average of 
40 fully trained drivers are passed out 
weekly. The procedure adopted at the 
London Midland school at Watford is 
4 fair representation of the work 
undertaken in other regions. 

At the start of their training. appli- 
cants are instructed that it is a public 
duly to regard a motor vehicle as 


a lethal weapon, which should be 
treated as such. From the railways’ 
point of view, it was an expensive 
piece of machinery to which due care 
should be given. To spotlight this 
aspect. the school at Watford contains 
a sectioned chassis and equipment so 
arranged as to emphasize the effect of 
abuse because of rough driving. 


Training Period 

[he maximum period of training 
is 19 days, after which the applicant 
returns to his home base if he is not 
considered up to standard, although 
it is possible for him to re-apply for 
appointment as a driver at a later 
date. The average time taken, how- 
ever, is 13 days, each day consisting 
of approximately seven hours. 

In contrast to many other trans- 
port organizations, Mr. A. E. C. Dent, 
road motor engineer of London Mid- 
land Region, British Railways, says 
that the majority of recruits reporting 
to their training schools are already 
in railway employ, possibly in the 
position of porter, and therefore 
having at least some knowledge of the 
traffic a driver would handle. 

Two factors distinguish the employ- 
ment of drivers by British Railways. 
One is the policy of overall promotion 
within the organization, and the other 
the exceptionally low average daily 
mileage — around 20 - 25 miles, 
although this could increase to 50 
miles in agricultural areas. 

As permitted by the Transport Act. 
the railways are authorized to carry 
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out their own driving tests under the 
authority of the Ministry of Trans- 
port, and to issue driving licences 
where they consider the applicant suit- 
able. These carry the same authority 
aS a normal driving licence, and are 
not in any way restricted to driving 
whilst within railway employ. 

Mr. Dent said that the 16,000 
vehicles operated by the railways 
could be divided into six broad cate- 


gories: 3-ton articulated (three- 
Wheeled): 3-ton articulated (four- 
Wheeled); 6-ton articulated (three- 
Wheeled); 6-ton articulated (four- 


wheeled); 3-ton rigid (four-wheeled) 
and 5-ton rigid (four-wheeled). In 
general, vehicles used on parcels work

It was indicative of the success of 
their training schools that British Rail- 
ways had been able to curb the 
number of fatal accidents in which 
their vehicles had been _ involved, 
thought Mr. Dent. In 1929, before 
the training schools were inaugurated, 
the equivalent area to the London 
Midland Region operated 1,948 
vehicles and had three fatal accidents 
In 1959, when the fleet had risen to 
6,581 vehicles, the number of fatal 
accidents was five. 

On completion of his training, a 
railway driver is issued with a docket 
listing the types of vehicle on which 
he is considered qualified to drive. 
Should, at a later date, he be required 
to drive a type of vehicle on which 
he has had no previous experience, 
he returns to the school for a 
refresher course. 

The inauguration and maintenance 
of such complete national coverage 
of training schools must obviously be 
far beyond the resources of all but 
a few of the largest road transport 
operators, Nevertheless, both current 
and future competitive conditions in 
the labour market may compel 
co-operation among operators so as 
to ensure the necessary supply of 
adequately trained labour. 

Moreover, such co-operation could 
reduce substantially the possibility of 
the loss of staff trained at the expense 
of individual companies to competing 
operators.

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Improving Cold Starting 


N improved method of injecting small 

quantities of a volatile combustible 
fluid into the air intake of a compression- 
ignition engine to assist in cold starting 
is shown in patent No. 854,130 (D. King 
and M.G.A. Industries, Ltd., 11 Forest 
Road, Loughton, Essex). 

The drawing shows the injection unit, 
which can be mounted in any convenient 
position and piped to the engine air 
intake through the outlet (1). In opera- 
tion, the barrel portion (2) is removed 
and a capsule (3), made of soft material 
and containing ether or a similar fluid, is 
placed in the space (4). 

The plunger is refitted and when the 


engine is to be started, the upper handle 
is pressed down. This punctures the 
capsule and further movement squeezes 
out the fluid which runs into the bottom 
well. Continued movement punctures the 
bottom of the capsule as well and the 
bulbous nose (5) squeezes it dry. 

The plunger is then used as a pump 
to force vapour past a one-way valve (6) 
into the engine air intake. The punctur- 
ing needle is barbed so that it extracts 
the empty capsule on the upstroke, 

In a second form shown in the patent, 
the puncturing and pumping operations 
are performed by separate units so allow 
ing two capsules to be used. 





SEMI-TRAILER AIR SUSPENSION 
-gaprvsnte No. 854,233 shows modifica- 

tions which allow the frame height 
of a tractive unit to be adjusted (General 
Motors Corporation, Detroit, Michigan, 


U.S.A.). The object is to overcome the 
difficulty of coupling a semi-trailer 
designed for a tractive unit with leaf 


springs to one with air suspension and 
consequently a constant frame height, 
lower than that required for coupling. 

Referring to the drawing, a manual 
control valve (1) is turned to allow air 
at high pressure to pass from the supply 
tank (2), through automatic check valves. 
to air springs (4), by-passing levelling 
valves (3 and 5). As the pressure thus 




















supplied will normally be greater than
